FOREST FIRES 
ALL THIS YEAR 


Two Said To Have Burn­ 
ed At Chestnut Hill 
Thursday Not Re­ 
p o r t e d 
To 
Forester. 


Daughter Accompanies Fall 


Forest fires in this section of the 
blate were the smallest number which 
have been reported in years, J. R. 
William*, district forester, stated to­ 
day. So far, during the fall fire sea­ 
son, which started the first of June, 
no fires had been reported to Mr. 
Williams, although according to an­ 
other Boun e of information, a small 
fire was 
reported to have been ex­ 
tinguished on the western slope of 
Chestnut Hill on Thursday and an­ 
other small one on the east side of the 
ridge. 
Mr. Williams stated that no 
such report had reached him. 
The Michaux district, which extends 
from the Maryland line to the Lati- 
more district with the exception of 
about 20,000 acres which come under 
the jurisdiction of the students from 
the Mont Alto Forestry School, has 
had only 38 fires during 1926, and 
these have only burned over 839 acres. 
Five small fires were reported in the 
section of Adams county under the 
jurisdiction of the Mont Alto students 
on Sunday, but these were extinguish­ 
ed before they had burned over many 
acres. 
The wet weather of the past few 
months have aided the fire wardens 
in keeping down the numbed of fires, 
and Mr. Williams stated that there is 
little prospect of any serious blaze* 
during the coming months, when the 
season is considered closed. 
Only in 
case o f high winds and extremely dry 
weather will it be necessary to man 
the watch tower*, one of which is lo­ 
cated at Larimore and the other one 
at Big Flat until the fire season next 
spring. 
Most of the fire- reported this year 
have been incendiary and 53 per cent 
of them were discovered from the tire 
tow'ers before they had gained much 
headway.
